H CKNEY Marshes

Its author, photographer 
Chris Baker, says ‘Sunday 
Football’ is: “My love letter 
to. . . British Sunday League 
football at its best, every 
week of the season come 
rain or shine, at Hackney 
Marshes, the spiritual home 
of amateur football.” 

Formed in 1947, the 
Hackney and Leyton 
Sunday League pitches were 
built, effectively, on Blitz 
rubble. Ten years later, they 
had proved so popular that 
Sunday mornings would

herald the arrival of up to 
2,000 players. 

Today, with thousands of 
amateur footballers turning 
up each week, the Marshes’ 
popularity is still very much 
alive. From September to 
April, more than 50 games 
are played each week and 
Baker spent two years 
documenting the variety of 
its characters and dramas. 

These include, in his own 
words: “Those players who 
turn up late, hungover. . . 
Those who light a cigarette 
at half time whilst sucking 
an orange quarter. . . Those 
who get lost in the emotion 
of the game. . . And those 
that round off the weekend 
with a quick pint of beer 
with their teammates post- 
game, before heading back 


to the missus and kids for a 
roast dinner.” 

In the book, the photos 
are accompanied by quotes 
that Chris has gathered 
along the way. One player 
states: “Football is a family, 
tied together in knowledge 
and passion, where 
everything comes together 
for 90 minutes, where 
everything else is second to 
playing football.” 

Another remembers a 
time when: “Our goalkeeper 
wore glasses but couldn’t 
wear contacts. This was a 
bit of a problem as he could 
only really see a player or 
the ball when they reached 
the end of his area. We 
conceded a lot of long-range 
shots that year.” 

While a referee reflects: 


“I’ve refereed 400 games 
and only had to abandon 
four: one for being 
headbutted, one for 
being pushed over, one 
after having sent a player 
off and him stating he was 
going to stay on after the 
game and knock me out, 
and the final one because 
a team kept fighting 
amongst themselves.” 

As Dan Walker says: 
“Chris has done something 
very special with ‘Sunday 
Football’. He’s managed 
to capture the essence of 
football, reminding us of all 
the reasons we have so much 
affection for the beautiful 
game.” And, of course, for 
Hackney Marshes.

E ftERY time I 
sit down with 
someone, my aim 
ft for them to 
feel just a little bit better 
about life,” says Marilyn 
Douglas-Hamilton. 
Adding: “If I leave them 
with just the beginnings of 
a smile on their face, then 
Eve done my job.” 

It might sound modest, 
but this aim keeps her 
extraordinarily busy. It has 
taken her to the Hackney 
Volunteer and Befriending 
Service, City and Hackney 
Mind, the Marie Curie 
Service and the City and 
Hackney Carers Centre, all 
of which she volunteers for. 

“My volunteering is 
basically a full-time job,” 
she laughs. “But it is its 
own reward. Through it, 

I meet such a huge diversity 
of different people. Each 
one has a story to tell. I 
love it.” 

This full-time job began 
in earnest in 2010. She 
explains: “My husband was 
physically ill for a very long 
time and my son has mental 
health issues. So I was kept 
extremely busy, with very 
little time for myself.” 

Her husband sadly passed 
away in 2009. “I thought: 

I can either sit here and 
watch daytime TV for the 
rest of my life, or I can get 
out and do something.” 

Both her son and 
husband had been treated 
at Homerton hospital, 
through which she had 
been added to the City and 
Hackney Carers network. 
“Now, I finally had time 
to go to their meetings,” 
she says. At one of these, 
she spotted a position 
as a volunteer advocate 
advertised. She applied and 


was given the role. 

“Carers have all sorts of 
problems,” she explains, 
adding: “I was helping 
people with everything 
from housing problems 
to transport and writing 
letters. It was quite 
challenging, but what I 
realised was that I wanted 
to help people face to face, 
not just over the phone.” 

Some years earlier, 
before her husband’s health 
had begun to seriously 
deteriorate, she had 
volunteered as a befriender 
at St Joseph’s Hospice. 

Marilyn says: “I found 
it very daunting. But I 
thought: well, I’ll just have 
to give it a go. So I did, and 
I loved it, and I stayed for 
five years. People couldn’t 
understand why I’d want 
to talk to people who were 
dying. But of course, they 
didn’t want to talk about 
death. They wanted to talk 
about their extraordinary 
lives and experiences.” 

So in 2010 she decided to 
try befriending again and 
joined the mental health 
charity City and Hackney 
Mind. Currently, she is 
running a cooking course 
for a local group of the 
charity’s users. 

“We set out a healthy 
menu, they cook, and then 
we all sit together to eat 
and talk. That’s the most 
important bit,” she says. 
Adding: “So many people 
are stuck in their homes, 
alone. Getting them out, to 
socialise, is so important.” 

Through Marie Curie, 
she also visits a local elderly 


lady in her own home each 
week. Marilyn explains: 
“She has cancer in her spine 
and hips, so is housebound. 
The first thing I did was 
organise a wheelchair for 
her. Now we go out to her 
hospital appointments, 
or take a stroll through 
Dalston on a sunny day.” 

Another lady she visits is 
profoundly hard of hearing. 
Marilyn says: “I take her to 
hospital appointments and 
then we go home, eat apple 
pies and I tell her everything 
that everyone has been 
trying to explain to her at 
the hospital.” 

Marilyn adds: “I’ve 
taken people to the cinema, 
popped out to get milk. I 
run a monthly group for 
women who hear voices 
too, as well as an annual 
picnic in the park.” 

Her volunteering is now 
so time consuming that - 
when she was awarded the 
Mayor’s Civic Award this 
year in recognition of her 
selfless work - she was too 
busy to answer the phone. 

“When I finally had a 
lunch break, I listened to 
my messages and found I’d 
won. I couldn’t believe it.” 

She was presented with 
her award at a ceremony 
in Hackney Town Hall. “It 
was a truly incredible day,” 
Marilyn recalls. Adding: 
“My son, who is usually 
so very shy, came with me.

V OLUNTEERS 
Ire crucial to the 
restoration and 
conservation 
of Hackney’s most 
impressive cemetery. 

Made up of local 
people and groups from 
businesses, they help the 
Abney Park Cemetery 
management team 
maintain this unique 
urban wilderness in 
Stoke Newington. 

A committed group turns 
up every Thursday, come 
rain or shine, for four 


hours of digging, weeding, 
planting and landscaping 
around the park, helping 
to preserve it as a nature 
reserve, woodland and 
conservation area. 

Volunteers go along 
to socialise, enjoy the 
outdoors and learn about 
the varied plant life and 
how to look after it. One 
man, a visitor to the park 
for decades, has been 
volunteering for more 
than 10 years.

has been volunteering for 
a few weeks following her 
first visit to the cemetery, 
said: “It is a lovely way to 
pass the morning and to 
keep fit too.” 

Large groups of 
corporate volunteers go 
for whole-day visits and 
have been fundamental 


to much of the recent 
improvements, including 
the laying of new paths to 
replace mud tracks. 

The cemetery, just off 
Stoke Newington High 
Street, at the bottom of 
Stamford Hill, is one of 
the ‘Magnificent Seven’ 
cemeteries in London. 


It was built in the early 
1800s when London’s 
rapid population growth 
proved too much for inner 
city burial grounds. 

A total of 196,843 
burials took place at the 
cemetery, including those 
of William and Catherine 
Booth who founded The 
Salvation Army. The chapel 
is non-denominational 
and the cemetery was 
open to all, regardless of 
religious conviction. 

In the 1970s, after the 
cemetery company went 


into administration, Abney 
Park fell into disrepair and 
was abandoned. The work 
of the volunteers is really 
helping to improve the 
historic site.

Cleanliness on estates will be brushed up thanks to mechanical sweepers 


MECHANICAL sweepers 
are being introduced on 
Hackney’s estates as part 
of changes the Council 
is making to raise their 
cleanliness levels. 

Estates will keep dedicated 
cleaners and internal cleaning 
arrangements will remain 
the same for now. However, 


estate cleaners are now being 
supported by vehicles that 
remove litter and dirt from 
roads and paths, as well as 
specialist crews who are able 
to deal with problem issues - 
such as graffiti, fly-tipping and 
the clearance of bulky waste. 

Smaller blocks will continue 
to receive daily visits from 


a mobile cleaning team and 
support from additional 
tipper vehicles and staff. 

As well as being a more 
effective service, this new 
integrated estates and 
street service will allow the 
Council to respond more 
quickly to cleaning issues 
that need addressing. It will 


also reduce the amount of 
time estate cleaners need to 
spend cleaning outdoors and 
increase the time available to 
clean inside blocks.

The 13 to 19-year-olds 
used their first week to get to

The group of 35 young 
people were behind 
every creative step and 
led the process - the 
script, character choices, 
choreography, musical 
numbers - and they also 
picked out the costumes.

Shanique Spencer, 16, 
said: “Fve worked with 
Hackney Empire for years, 
so they asked me to come 
and be a peer mentor and 
to make sure everything’s 
running smoothly. 

“Meeting new people, 
witnessing them blossom 
and embracing their talent 
was the best part for me.” 

The second week was 
spent rehearsing with 
stars from the West End 
show as well as Charles 
Randolph-Wright, the 
musical’s director. 

He said: “I always want 
to give young people 
permission to dream - 
and to dream big. It may 
be a conversation, an 
opportunity, or the visual 
permission that someone 


who looks like them has 
walked through a door that 
they may feel is closed. 

“I am so proud of my 
extraordinary Motown UK 
company and thrilled that 
they want to give back and 
‘dance in the streets’ with 
the Hackney students.” 

Performer Gian 
Sanghera- Warren, 15, 
said: “This is my third 
year doing ADP. One of 
the main reasons I love 
it is because you get to 
meet and spend time with 
other people who are like- 
minded and all have a drive 
for the creative industry.” 

Rehearsals culminated 
with a show on the Empire’s 
main stage on 14 August. 
Eye-catching lighting and 
breathtaking dance routines, 


combined with incredible 
musical performances from 
singers and bands, made it a 
night to remember. 

Rio Cavelle Phillips, 16, 
said: “Looking at the show 
now, it’s hard to believe we 
only started production last 
week. We will definitely stay 
in touch with the people we 
have met here.” 

Esther Onafowokan, 

18, added: “It’s my first 
year taking part and I’m 
definitely going to take part 
next year. To anyone else 
who wants to take part next 
year, I would say, really put 
your heart into it and don’t 
be shy. Just go for it.”

wanted to be in the England 
team. It took three tries to 
get a place.” 

Ife, the only student not to 
attend a private school, cites 
the poet Maya Angelou as 
his inspiration. He honed 
his speaking skills practising 
slam poetry across London, 
and it paid off - after a tense 
final on 28 July, Ife and 
his teammates beat Canada 
6-3 to become the official 
world champions. 

“This is probably one 


of the most diverse teams 
England has had,” Ife said 
after the win. Adding: 

“We all have different 
backgrounds. Diversity is 
not just a buzzword - it 
genuinely brings a lot of 
value to debating. The 
more experiences and 
backgrounds there are, the 
stronger the team.” 

Lewis Iwu, Team England 
coach, agreed: “This is 
a great win as it shows 
that England is a world- 
leading nation in terms of 
developing the speaking 
and debating abilities of its 
young people. Hopefully 
this will encourage more 
schools to get involved with 
debating in the future.”

App offers hints and tips on 
handling children’s problems 

A NEW app, called Parents Voice, has been launched to 
help people who are worried that their teenage children 
may be involved in gangs, sexual exploitation or abusive 
relationships or have 
concerns over their 
mental health and the 
risks of cannabis. 

The app, created by 
charity The Crib, gives 
hints and tips on what 
signs to look out for, 
with different levels of 
advice depending on 
the situation.

Kayaker scoops medals at the European and World Championships 


HACKNEY teenager Noah 
Dembele has won medals at 
both the Canoe Sprint 
Junior European and 
World Championships. 

Noah and his race partner 
Trevor Thomson won silver 
for Great Britain in the 200m 
kayak sprint - the kayaking 
equivalent of the 100m sprint 
in athletics - at the Europe 
Canoe Association’s Junior 


Canoe Sprint European 
Championships in Plovdiv, 
Bulgaria, on 14 July. 

Noah, who lives in 
Clapton and has been a 
recipient of the Council’s 
Youth Sports Grant, said 
they had given the final their 
all, beating their personal 
best and breaking the 
European junior record. 

He said: “I am honoured 


to represent Great Britain 
and, of course, my home 
borough of Hackney. 
Training at Leaside on the 
River Lea, I have developed 
my kayaking skills to 
international performance 
levels, fulfilling my 
personal mantra ‘be the 
best you can be.’” 

The pair also won a bronze 
at the Junior Canoe Sprint 


World Championships in 
Belarus on 31 July. 

Noah has represented 
Hackney at the London 
Youth Games three times 
and has won medals at each. 

Currently studying for his 
A-levels at Lammas School 
and Sixth Form in Leyton, 
the teenager hopes to qualify 
for the 2020 Olympics 500m 
kayak sprint.

FTER 40 years 

^v^kas a smoker, 
^L^Waula Shaw has 
»^^*Dticed the health 
and financial benefits of 
packing in the habit - and 
it’s all thanks to Hackney’s 
stop smoking service. 

The 62-year-old, who 
smoked up to 20 roll-up 
cigarettes a day, regularly 
woke up coughing and 
found it difficult to breathe, 
even when going for a walk. 

She was referred to the 
free stop smoking service, 
Smokefree Hackney, and 
received support to help her 
quit by attending a clinic 
near to where she lives. 

Paula said: “Dushika, 
my stop smoking adviser, 
was lovely. She was really 
helpful and encouraging. 

“The help I got was 
brilliant and I honestly 
don’t think I’d have stuck at 
it without them. 

“Now I don’t cough 
when I wake up in the 
morning and I’m breathing 
much easier. I always 
walked a lot anyway, but 
now it feels easier and I can 
walk further and quicker. 

“The best thing for me, 
though, is that I’ve been able 
to book a holiday with three 
months’ worth of smoking 
savings and booking more 
trips in the future is going to 
be an incentive that keeps 
me going.” 

Being a smoker from the 
age of 16, Paula knew it 
might be difficult to deal

with the cravings, but she’s 
come up with ways to help. 

Paula says: “I’ve always 
got a pack of mints on me 
and if I ever feel like I want 
to smoke, I’ll pop one of

Paula’s advice to other 
smokers is to think about 
how much money is spent 
on smoking and how it 
restricts day-to-day living. 

She says: “I’ve been able 
to physically see the extra 


money I have now and I 
don’t have to plan my day 
around when I’m going to 
be able to have a cigarette.”

The Mayor and councillors 

Councillors are elected by Hackney residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough elections 
took place in May 2014. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee the Council and 


its services. They hold advice surgeries where 
residents can meet their local representative 
and ask them to take up issues that may 
be of concern. Generally they can help with 
Council related matters, but if the issue is the 


responsibility of another person or organisation, 
councillors can often point people in the right 
direction and tell residents who they need to see. 
Hackney has 57 councillors representing areas 
called wards - see map below. 


Hackney has an executive Mayor, who is not a councillor, but is 
directly elected by the entire borough. This election will take 
place on 15 September. The Mayor is the political leader of 
the Council, overseeing the budget and all Council services. 
Civic and ceremonial duties are undertaken by the Speaker of 
Hackney who is elected annually from among the borough’s 57 
councillors. The current Speaker is Cllr Rosemary Sales.

C |)ME rain or 

shine, there will be 
plenty of tropical 
libes flooding 
through the borough on 
11 September because 
Hackney One Carnival is 
back in town. 

The procession will snake 
around from Ridley Road, 
through Dalston to Mare 
Street and back again. There 
will also be an all-day play 
area in Gillett Square, where 
the best of the borough’s 
young musicians will be 
performing, whilst Ridley 
Road will be hosting an 
after-party of food, beats 
and craft stalls. 

Businesses and residents 
along the route are further 
set to decorate the fronts of 
their buildings, with a prize 
for the best entry. 

Hackney has hosted 


many of its own carnivals, 
such as the Mare de Gras, 
De Beauvoir Carnival and 
the 1973 Street Carnival 
Theatre run by Centerprise. 
But to celebrate the launch 
of the 2012 Cultural 
Olympiad - the four-year 
run-up to the Olympic and 
Paralympic Games - more 
than 15 carnival groups 
merged to form Hackney 
One Carnival in 2008 with 
a new focus on bringing 
together the whole of 
the borough. Since then 
the event has gone from 
strength to strength, now 
rivalling Notting Hill as 
London’s top carnival. 

Notting Hill is celebrating 
its 50th anniversary 
this year. It too grew 
out of previous events, 
most notably the 1959 
Mardi-Gras organised at 
St Pancras town hall by 
Trinidadian activist and 
journalist Claudia Jones, 
known as the ‘Mother of 


Caribbean Carnival in 
Britain’. Her life and work 
is commemorated in the 
Claudia Jones Organisation, 
based in Stoke Newington 
Road, which for more 
than 30 years has provided 
help, services and events 
for women and families of 
African-Caribbean heritage. 

Carnival organisations 
have also found a home in 
Hackney for many years. 
Perpetual Beauty Carnival 
Association was started 
by three families to make 
‘mas’ - carnival costumes 
- in their own backyards. 
They went on to open the 
first ever Carnival College, 
offering GNVQs in art and 
design, with some of their 
amazing costumes winning 


at Notting Hill in 1988. 

Hackney’s carnival 
bands actively support 
ethnically diverse cultural 
groups, bringing truly 
global music to the 
procession. Beeraahaar 
Sweet Combination band 
was founded in 1993 
by Christina Oree and 
David Grant who were 
instrumental in bringing 
carnival to Hackney and 
developing its spirit of unity 
between all different ages, 
cultures and backgrounds. 

A great annual favourite 
is the Pantonic Steel 
Orchestra, which was 
originally founded in 1988 
as a community band that 
aimed to develop the artistic 
and educational needs of 


local young people. They 
won ‘Best Music on the 
Road’ at Hackney One 
Carnival in 2014 and were 
runners-up in the award 
last year. With players 
now including offspring of 
the original founders, the 
band is known as The Next 
Generation and continues 
to work with young people 
and those with special needs. 

From the 15 groups 
who took part in the first 
Hackney One Carnival, the 
number of participants has 
grown every year so that 
there are now hundreds of 
performers from all parts 
of the community joining 
together to celebrate and 
share Hackney’s wonderful 
diversity of cultures. And of 
course it would be nothing 
without the crowds who 
line the streets in their 
thousands to cheer on all the 
performers and create a true 
carnival atmosphere. 

It’s not just about all 


the spectacular costumes, 
breathtaking dancing and 
irresistible music. Every 
year there are all sorts of 
activities, such as workshops 
to make your own carnival 
headdress, face painting and 
the opportunity to try food 
from around the world. 

So dig out your feathers, 
rhinestones and glitter or 
just come along and blow 
a whistle. Carnival is a 
celebration for all the senses.

Poached wild ST ,ime O 
fresh salmon 0 

THIS tasty recipe for salmon comes from Forman’s, a riverside restaurant and bar, located 
in Stour Road, Fish Island, E3, with fantastic views overlooking the Olympic Stadium. 


Ingredients 

• 1 fresh wild Scottish salmon 

• 4-5 bay leaves 

• 4 tbsp cider vinegar 

• 1 lemon 

• 1 onion 

• plenty of seasoning (salt and pepper). 

Method 

• Place the salmon in a fish kettle. If you do 
not have one, a large roasting tin will be fine 
for a small fish up to 3 kilos or cut a larger 
fish into two sections that can be poached 
side by side 

• Add enough cold water to cover the fish. 
Add bay leaves, 4 tbsps of cider vinegar, the 
juice of one lemon, a chopped onion and a 
generous amount of salt and a little black 
pepper 

• Cover with a lid or tin foil and bring to the 
boil on top of the stove. (You will need to 
have a stove big enough to light two gasses 


under the roasting tin to ensure an even heat) 
• Bring to the boil, then turn off the heat 
and allow the fish to stand in the water 
until completely cool. We suggest around 1 
to 2 hours 

•Carefully remove the salmon and scrape off 
the skin. It should come away quite easily. 
Then place on a large serving platter.
